A meeting of the Chemical Fire 
Engine Committee was held 
Friday 
evening, when 
subscriptions, to the 
amount of $3,423.50, were announced 
to the fund for the purchase of a 
motor driven chemical apparatus for 
the Gettysburg Fire Department. This 
amount is but $576.50 short of the 
$4,000 which has been set as the mark 
to be attained in the drive which clos­ 
es on Thursday, August 31. 
The Committee now feels confident 
that if the residents of Gettysburg 
continue to support this movement, 
the full amount will 
not only 
be 
raised, but that it will be oversub­ 
scribed, leaving a neat sum as the 
foundation for a fund with which to 
purchase and install a modern 
fire 
alarm system in the borough. 
It was 
pointed out that the sum raised up to 
this time has been made up by only 
two hundred and nineteen subscribers, 
which means an average subscription 
of approximately $15.63, by each per­ 
son. 
Nearly 
thirteen 
hundred 
letters 
were sent by this committee, asking 
for a contribution to the fund and it 
is felt that each property holder and 
the head of each family in the town, 
should be willing to contribute some­ 
thing to the fund, for the protection 
of home or property. 
Cash subscrip­ 
tions to the amount of $1,309.50 have 
been received, while the remainder has 
been 
promised. 
There have 
been 
twenty eight, one dollar donations to 
the fund. 
The committee will meet on Mon­ 
day evening and it is hoped that over 
the week-end, many donations will be 
made, as it is felt that many persons 
have been holding back until the next 
“pay day”, which in many cases is 
Saturday.

Asks Mercy For O thers 
“As widow of the man whose death 
you would avenge; as the one most 
directly affected, let me plead for the 
other women and c h ild ren .” 
Such, says M rs. Chong, m ust 
be 
the plea af all Chinese women in the 
future.
